Opium Smokers. 
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In San Francisco poor human nature 
is seldom seen at greater disadvantage 
than when discovered in a Chinese opium¬ 
smoking room. The houses devoted to 
this use are generally found in some nar¬ 
row, dirty street, filled with the heavy, 
pungent, peculiar odor of the drug. Let 
us enter one of the establishments. The 
room is lined on both sides with couches 
constructed of rattan and bamboo, nearly 
every one of which has an occupant. 
Some of the miserable, infatuated crea¬ 
tures are already asleep, under the in¬ 
fluence of tbe narcotic, and the rest are 
rapidly advancing, puff by puff, to the 
same (to them) happy state of oblivion. 
-Heie is one just coming., in; lie takes 
one of the few vacant couches, stretches 
himself at full length thereon, arranges 
the little bamboo pillow, and calls for 
his supply of opium, which, together 
with the pipe and other instruments ne- 
| cessary for its preparation and inhalation, 
he is soon supplied with by an obliging 
attendant. Let us watch the modus 
operandi. You see the paraphernalia of 
the opium smoker consists of—first, the 
pipe, a bowl of some kind of hard clay or 
porcelain, about an inch and a half in 
diameter. Secondly, a small brass lamp, 
with a glass cover having a circular 
opening at the top through which the 
flame may be reached. Thirdly, a small 
box cotaining the opium, which is in a 
semi-liquid state, having something the 
appearance of thick, dark colored mo¬ 
lasses ; and lastly, a steel, or iron probe, 
about tbe size of a knitting-needle. The 
operator commences business by dipping 
the point of bis needle into the opium, 
and taking out as much as will adhere to 
it. He then holds it over the flame of 
the lamp, keeping the opium in its place 
by dexterously turning the needle be¬ 
tween his fingers, continuing the opera¬ 
tion until the opium has attained the 
proper consistency. He now places the 
little sputtering, fizzing morsel of poison 
on the orifice of his pipe, and moulds it 
with his finger and thumb into the form 
of a pastil, then pierces it down through 
the center with his needle, and it is 
ready. Placing the stem of his pipe be¬ 
tween his lips, he holds the bowl over 
the lamp, so that the flame can reach the 
opium, takes two or three inhalations, 
and then expels the smoke with puffs 
from mouth and nose. This finishes the 
first pipe, and the same proceedings are 
repeated until his brain becomes clouded, 
his eyes are fixed in a glassy, idiotic 
stare, the pipe falls from his enervated 
grasp, and he sinks into deep slumber, 
having satisfactorily finished his smoke, 
and, at the same time, “driven another 
hail into his coffin.” How men can bar¬ 
ter away health and reason for these 
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ready read, that this death was an espec¬ 
ial affliction to me. I must go about 
with face unblanched, tearless eyes, and 
express only a little neighborly sympathy 
Not to conceal all was dangerous. I rose, 
tottered across the room, and on her re¬ 
turn mother found me trying to practice 
the accompaniment to the song. To sing 
was impossible. 

Before night Mr. Raplee and Mrs. 
Summerland had started for Washington 
and we heard no more until a few days 
after, when a letter came from A lick of 
which the following is an extract : 

“I have sad news to write, if indeed it 
is news, fb!’

We are still 
where I wrote you last, the main body 
under Meade at Culpepper Court House, 
and we down here by the Rapidan, ex¬ 
changing civilities with certain of the 
other side—such civilities as cannot be 
often ropeated between tbe same individ¬ 
uals, because the actors disappear. 

“This morning four of our men were 
shot, two of them our neighbors—Sum¬ 
merland and Doolittle. Another was 
that queer old fellow, Tim Woodenliead, 
I wrote you about, who had attached 
himself so firmly to Robert. By the by, 
I have learned the cause of that friend¬ 
ship, or adherence. Tim has not always 
and walked blameless, Chris. Cambol whom 
I once thought more of than I do now, and 
who cqmes as a sutler, had him in his 
clutches, body and soul. Summerland 
managed in some way to help the old 
fellow out, and hence gained such a friend 
as I should not enjoy having close to me, 
but who could do his benefactor no harm. 
Please tell mother that Christopher Cam¬ 
bol and I have now 110 communication 
whatever with each other. We have 
not had tor years. 

“My pen comes slowly to the sadevents 
of the morning. Summerland was in a 
tree, concealed, using that wonderful 
rifle he carries, when the fire of a sharp¬ 
shooter on the other side laid Tim on the 
ground, and shortly after, Nathan had 
fallen. Still another dropped near the 
same point, and the danger continuing, 
no one was allowed or dared to goto their 
relief, or take away the bodies if already 
dead. Poor Nathan had been shocking¬ 
ly mangled, and as he lay dying, his pit¬ 
eous moans, and cries for water rose to 
the ears of Robert, as did also the howls 
of Tim, less injured. Summerland could 
not endure it, and not forgetting that he 
was one they would be especially glad to 
silence, he came down, so far as was pos¬ 
sible supplied their wants, and was just 
going back to his position, when two 
balk came whizzing through the air, shat¬ 
tering an arm and a leg. How long be¬ 
fore ho was removed I do not know. 

“Ho is still alive, but it is not at all 
probable that he will ever reach Rocky 
BendNathan was dead and we have buried 
him where his body can be found, if the 
ground should bo unoccupied by the ene¬ 
my.

The Ohurch Mission to Deaf-Mutes. 


The Quarterly Meeting of the Trus¬ 
tees of this incorporated society was 
held in St. Ann’s Church for Deaf-Mutes, 
New York, on Wednesday evening, the 
30th of April. There were present 
Messrs. Murray, Austin, Tlierasson, 
Holmes, Carlin, Fitzgerald, Fersenheim, 
Haight, Lewis and Campbell.

San Francisco, May 13.—Reports by 
courier, just received from the lava beds 
state that Captain Hasbrouck reports 
that his command was attacked by a par¬ 
ty of Modocs and four soldiers and one 
Warm Spring Indian were killed and six 
soldiers and one Warm Spring Indian 
wonnded. The attack was sudden and 
the troops wero taken completely by sur¬ 
prise. After the first fire of the Modocs, 
Captain Hasbrouck rallied his men and 
charged upon them in a body. The Mo¬ 
docs retreated imder the Charge and were 
driven into the woods, scattering in all 
directions. Several volleys were fired 
upon them, but it is not known whether 
any were killed. The troops succeeded 
in capturing twenty-five horses belonging 
to the Modocs. 

SECOND DISPATCH. 

When Captain Jack with his band of 
Modocs, attacked the command of Capt. 
Hasbrouck the soldiers reoognized the 
uniform of General Canby on Captain 
Jack, Thirty-three Modocs were engag¬ 
ed in the fight. There are strong suspi¬ 
cions that the Modocs are receiving aid 
from outside parties. Captain Hasbrouck 
captured six boxes of carbine cartridges 
from the Modocs, which had been captur 
ed by the Indians a short time ago while I 
being taken to the front. 1

The first locomotive was patented 
twenty years ago. Driving only one 
car, if lightly loaded it did very well; 
but when the load it drew was heavier 
than its own weight, its wheels would 
not bite —that is, they would turn round 
and round without advancing. Hence a 
cow-catcher was needed behind to guard 
against cattle running into it in the rear. 
It seemed at first impossible to make a 
less weight move a greater on an up 
grade; and, for 27 years afterward, no 
one invented an engine able to draw 
three times its own weight. At the 
present day, however, locomotives sweep 
along with trains more ponderous by 
15 or 20 times than they are themselves. 
One means of gaining this vast increase 
of power for the locomotive, was by 
dividing the load. It was found that an 
engine powerless to stir five times its 
weight of frieght when concentrated in 
one car, could readily draw it when dis¬ 
tributed in a dozen cars loosely shackled 
together. It was heavier than each sin¬ 
gle car; and it had overcome the inertia 
of each one a moment before it encount¬ 
ered the inertia of another. It was thus 
more than a match for each car taken 
singly ’) and pulling them successively, it 
drew after it a train as long as a comet, 
and the farther it.xaju, the more strength 
' it had to run further!, " Here was the 
story of little David over again. Ordin¬ 
arily the stripling’s weight, as he told 
Goliath, was one hundred and twenty, 
but whenever he got mad he weighed a 
ton. Moreover, the engine forced the 
momentum acquired by every car it had 
started, to swell its own potency in over¬ 
coming the resistance of all that remain¬ 
ed still motionless. 

“This railroad achievement (making a 
light engine draw a heavy train), if not 
so common would seem miraculous ; and 
it is analogous to an expedient for secur¬ 
ing a farm which is equally simple and 
equally efficacious. It is this : ‘Divide 
your payments.’ Buying,.as 4,525 set¬ 
tlers have bought of the Burlington and 
Missouri River Road in Iowa or Ne¬ 
braska, within the last three years, on ten 
years’ credit, and at six per cent, inter¬ 
est, you pay in eleven installments spread 
over half a life time,—the first not due 
till the beginning of the third year. Be¬ 
sides, every acre you improve adds to 
your paying power, as the headway of 
every moving car reinforces the tractile 
energy of the locomotive.” 

In piu-chases made since 1872 nothing 
is due on the principal until the begin¬ 
ning of the fifth year, and then only one 
seventh annually.

Railway Decision.— A list of decis¬ 
ions has lately been published by a paper 
devoted to railway subjects, which may 
be ol interest to those who travel by rail. 
The legal definition of a passenger is “a 
person who undertakes, with the consent 
of the carrier, to travel in the conveyance 
provided by the latter, otherwise in the 
service of the carrier as such.” Railway 
companies are bound to carry all who of¬ 
fer themselves, unless they are offensive 
in person or conduct, or the cars already 
full. Waiting at the depot with the in¬ 
tention to take the train is sufficient to 
constitute the relation of passenger aad 
carrier. “Good for this day only,” print¬ 
ed upon a ticket has been decided by the 
court to be of iff) effect. Tho passenger 
has paid his money and is entitled to 
transportation. It has been decided by 
a New York Court that a ticket between 
any two points is good either way, but 
the decision is a doubtful one. Any in¬
